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PUREWORD 


For the second year sculpture is shown with prints and drawings in this annual of the San 
Francisco Art Institute, with paintings and collage exhibited in the spring of the year. The plan 
has served to give sculpture greater prominence in the annuals and the opportunity to be seen 
independently of the larger works in painting. The vigorous character of the exhibition last 
season justified the decision to continue the relationship, as does the increasing activity in 
sculpture here and abroad. 


The resurgence of expression in sculptural forms has been one of the more remarkable develop- 
ments of the past decade. Figures to demonstrate the growth of sculptural activity are difficult 
to obtain, but no one visiting exhibitions regularly can doubt that this art, not too long ago a 
minor element in the total view of creative activity, is now once again an important expressive 
medium. 


A new vitality has for some time been equally apparent in the graphic arts. Printmaking offers 
the artist today possibilities unimagined a few decades ago. And drawing, mourned as a lost 
art by many in recent years, has experienced a rebirth in this same period. A drawing, print 
and sculpture annual, equal in stature to the painting annual, is evidence of a changing empha- 
sis within the graphic and plastic forms. 


The museum extends its appreciation to the artists who by their submissions have made this 
exhibition possible and to the jury whose decisions have given it form. 70 drawings and prints 
and 30 works of sculpture were selected from a total of 555 submitted to the jury.
